The City Council met Friday night 
with the Mayor presiding and all of 
the Councilman, excepting Dr. Jack- 



The first question taken up was the 
matter of violations of the Sunday 
liquor law. The Mayor recommend- 
ed the revocation of the saloon li- 
cense of Ed Summers, Who fined 
Dec. 11, for a violation the day be- 
fore by his bartender. After dis- 
cussion, it was agreed, (each Coun- 
cilman pledging himself to make no 
exceptions) io revoke the license of 
» and every saloon kteper, who is 
hereafter convicted of selling on 
day. The City Attorney was 
also directed to prepare an ordinance 
by next Thursday night, mak- 
big it unlawful for any person to go 
into a saloon on Sunday for any par- 
pose. The Mayor also asked that no 
license be issued next year to res^ 
taurants located in saloons, or in 
rooms opening into saloons, except 
on condition that they close on Sun- 
days. The Council passed a motion 
directing the Treasurer to require 
the public hall licenst of $25 to be 
paid by the Lyceum Association giv' 
ing a season of entertainments in the 
Union Tabepiacle.not of a religious 
character. itCe.^iidiftance was.passed 
last summer and the Council merely 
construed it to apply to the 'Jab- 
ernacle. The preparation of an or- 
dinance relating to the removal of 
unsafe buildings was also oi dered. 
Chairman Clark, of tiio Buildlnpr 
Committee, .submitted a report, 
the year IflOG, sliowing lii it '>," 
issued 6.') permits, aggregarinu; • 
420. This record has been .sydto!i;ari- 
cally kept this year for the first tim 
in years and the result shows by 
actual figures the growth of Hop- 
kinsville. 

The license on stock dealers was 
increased from $50 to $500 for 1907.

Jack Tandy was .shot and perhaps 
fatally wounded by Harvey Davie 
Sunday. The partie.s are negoes and 
live about six or seven miles south of 
the city. Tandy was shot in the 
bowels and it is not thought that he 
can recover. From, the best infor- 
mation obtainable it appears that 
Tandy and Davie had gone to a cab- 
in on the farm of Mr. B. C. Cayoe 
to visit some of their friends. The 
men appeared to be the beat of 
friends just a few minutes before 
the shooting occurred. Shortly after 
their arrival on the porch of the 
cabin a scuffle ensued and a shot was 
heard, Parties who heard the re- 
port of the pistol went to the cabin 
anp found Tandy lying on the porch. 
Davie left the premises immediately, 
but vras later arrested by Deputy 
Sheriff Cravens and brought here 
and placed in jail. 

The prisoner claims that the shoot- 
ing: was accidental and says that he 
and Tandy got into a friendly scuf- 
fle, when the latter, who had hi.s 
arms around his [Davie's] waist, 
pressed his revolver, causing it to 
fire. 

The examing trial has not yet been 
set, and the date will probably not 
be fixed until the result of Tandy's 
wound is known.

Following is copy of telegram 
which Mr. T. C. Powell, fifth vice 
president of the Southern Railway, 
has just received from Mr. W. J. 
Finley, president of his company.- 

"Owing to the crowded condition 
of some of its single track lines, and 
the double track work, including 
the revision of the grades and align- 
ment now under way, for the pur- 
pose of relieving the crowded con- 
dition of the crowded single tracks, 
the Southern Railway Company finds 
it difficult to maintain the schedules 
of some of its passenger trains as 
now scheduled, and will, in conse- 
quence, in the early part of Janua- 
ry, ensuing, revise these schedules, 
putting them on the basis of slower 
i with the expectation of being 
able to maintain them, and believing 
that under the circumstances this 
arrangement will be more satisfac- 
tory to the public.

Strenuout Tlm«i Ar« Had in the VII- 
lagaa Whan tha School* of Fifth 
Come Into tha Bay. 

"Heva! Heva!" ' Wild «.xoJt«BiPnt 
follows as this Rliuple cry rings 
through Bome fishing rtllag^ along 
the Cornish coast; It Is thn anxiously 
awaited signal that flyh are In the 
bay. Pilchards have oome, and seine 
nets are going to be shot. For weeks, 
along the cliff tops, groups of men 
havo bt-en keeping watch; long, weath- 
er-tarnlHhed marine glasses have 
swept the waters, and now a dark red 
color Ib Sfen streaking the bay; gullH 
are dipping and screaming; the signal 
goes forth, and. an If by maKlc. tho 
sleepy, quiet village la rDnsocl. and 
every soul In It rushes to watch, or 
take part In, the exciting work of thf; 
next few hours. Out In the hay largo,

heavy seine boats, guided by signals 
from the cllffslde, are betng driven 
through the green waters, taat as lustr 
arms and willing men can send them. 
The long, heavy seine net, which had 
lain ready for casting, is now being 
ahot Into the water and paid out as 
the boats creep round the school of 
pilchards. Every race wears a tense, 
anxious look, for upon the success or 
failure to surround the fish depends 
the gain or loss. It may be, of thou- 
sands of pounds. 

Once the seine nets are out and se- 
cured, then oome the tuck boats, and 
into the large seine ds put the tuck 
net; this allows the fish to be gath- 
ered more doaely together, bestdea 
forcing the aboal of pltebards up- 
wards to the water's surface; and now 
begins in earnest the tucking or gath- 
ering In of the fish. Along that side 
of each tuck boat nearest the seine 
men seat themselves astride the gun- 
wales and, two to each tuck basket, 
commence dipping into the net of fish. 
As the baskets are drawn upward 
again the water rushes back, leaving 
a mass of shimmering, iridescent pil- 
chards to be tumbled into the boaU. 
Tucking is strenuous work, and dan- 
ccru.'.s, for should .any unlucky one 
slip from the boatsido into the tuck 
net, it wonid be to his certain doom, 
for practically nothing short of a mira- 
cle could save hini from drowning un- 
der the heavy press of slippery fish; 
but use here, as in most affairs of life, 
seems to stand the men in good stead, 
for one never hears of such a catas- 
trophe occurring. 

One feature of the Cornish coast is 
the sudden weather changes which 
take place; a calm, unruflled sea in a 
few hours gives place to long rollers 
straight from the deep Atlantic, and 
at any moment a rough sea may be 
beating where but a snort while be- 
fore the tide had oropt in with never 
a ripple to break the water's calm. 
T}ie fear of this happening is ever 
present, coupled with the certainty 
that leaving pilchards in the neta la 
but courting loss of fish and damaged 
tackle from ^.orde• of dogllah wliich 
swarm ttaeee waters, and by their 
depredations eaused last year alone 
tho loss of no less a sum thsn £40,000 
to Cornish fishermen. Wherever 
mackerel, pilchards or herrings are 
wound, and nets shot, there the dog- 
fish are also, destroying fish and nets 
alike; sp Uttle wonder that when a 
seine has been shot, and a school of 
fish enclosed, the work of securing 
the sea harvest is carried on early 
and late, with feverish haste. BoaU 
are loaded to a point dangerously 
deep In the water, and as fast as filled 
give place to empty ones, and so the 
work goes on continuously. A big 
catch of iiilcluirds, while it remains 
In tho seiiK ni't, [iroves a harvest to 
others Ix'biilc the fisher-folk. Thou-
